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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are not persuasive. At pages 12- 
14 of Remarks, Applicant argues the 1 12 2nd rejection of Claims 51-58. The issue with the phrasing is the use of the forward slash in the 
phrases, which can be understood to indicate alternative options. It is possible to understand this phrasing as presenting alternative 
concepts such that the phrase "Investor/Goal Manager screen" is read as an Investor screen or a Goal manager screen, and is thus 
unclear. The same is true for the phrasing "Profile/Asset Allocation screen". As to Applicant's argument at pages 14-17 regarding the 
disclosure of separate target allocation and risk allocation components. Applicant argues description of an adjustable investor target 
allocation at page 16, which is understood as distinct from risk allocation. The claim langauge does not recite that the targeet allocation is 
adjustable; Applicant argues elements of the specification only. Nonetheless, the prior art does disclose these limitations. Maggioncalda, 
at Col. 17, lines 9-16 discloses an adjustable target allocation screen and at Col. 17, lines 16-33 disclsoes risk allocation. These 
additional disclosures of Maggiuoncalda makes Applicants argument moot.. 
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
